To the inhabitants of the Town of Marlow quali- 
fied to vote in town affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at Jones Hall in 
said town on the second Tuesday of March next at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


Article 1. To choose a town clerk for the year en- 
suing.

To see if the town will authorize the se- 
lectmen to borrow money by temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


Art. 18. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise for the repair of Jones Hall. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of the municipal budget act. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to accept a 
trust fund of $1386.18 from Mary E. Sargent Est., the 
interest to be used in the care of the Calvin Wilson lot 
in the village cemetery. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to accept a 
trust fund of $100.00 from Olive Baker Est., the inter- 
est to be used in the perpetual care of the Baker-Hatch 
lot in the village cemetery. 


Art. 17. To hear the reports of officers, agents or 
committees heretofore chosen and to pass any vote re- 
lating thereto and to transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 





Under the State Board of Health, division of Ma- 
ternity, Infancy and Child Hygiene, routine visits were 
made to all new born infants and children of pre-school 
age under the supervision of Miss Elizabeth Curriel, 
State Public Health Nurse for Cheshire county. In ad- 
dition to the routine work of the division, a diphtheria 
clinic was held. Ten children were given immunization 
treatment for the prevention of diphtheria. The pur- 
pose of these clinics is to prevent illness; therefore, 
every child should receive this immunization treat- 
ment or antitoxin, before he reaches his first birthday. 

Two cases of contagious diseases were reported by 
physicians and one by the Keene Board of Health, the 
latter case being of a Marlow resident who developed 
the disease in Keene. No evidence was found that the 
disease originated in this town.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


I herewith submit my third report as superintend- 
dent of schools. 


Organization and Enrollment 


Changes were made in both the teaching positions 
this year. Mrs. Mazie Lovejoy has replaced Miss Anne 
Nichols who resigned to accept a position in a graded 
school at Lakeport. Mrs. Lovejoy is a graduate of Plym- 
outh Normal School with seven years previous experi- 
ence in elementary mixed and graded schools. Miss 
Hazel Oeschger was elected to fill the vacancy caused 
by the resignation of Miss Grace Kathan. Miss Oesch- 
ger is a graduate of the three year elementary curricu- 
lum at Keene Normal School. 

Standard achievement tests in all the fundamental 
subjects were given to the pupils in grades five to eight 
inclusive. Standard graduation tests were administered 
to the eighth grade pupils previous to graduation. The 
results of the tests were tabulated for purposes of 
comparison and indicate that the pupils generally were 
doing satisfactory work for their grades. 

The testing program this year is principally diag- 
nostic in nature. The purpose is to diagnose difficulties 
and weaknesses which may occur in the fundamentals. 
The results are to be used as a guide to instruction and 
as a basis for remedial work. In each school a program 
for remedial work will be developed in accordance with 
the needs of the pupils as indicated by the results of 
the tests. Attention will be given to individual as well 
as to group needs. 

Both teachers attended the sessions at the State 
Teachers’ Convention and at the Institute for Rural 
Teachers held at Sullivan. General letters containing 
specific suggestions in class and school management 
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have been issued. A professional library of fifty-eight 
volumes is being circulated from the superintendent’s 
office. The library consists of books dealing with class 
management and teaching problems.
